Wb read of one who, sonie thousand 
years ago, having dreamed dreams, told 
them to his brethren, was hated in con- 
sequence, and suffered accordingly; yet, 
exactly to the interpretation of his 
dreams, so it came to pass, even as his 
brethren very angrily and ungraciously 
foretold, and eventually became not only 
witnesses but actors in their fulfilment. 
So doubtless the conclusions arrived at pow 
will bring ridicule, it may be suffering, 
to the dreamer, by the loss of Christian 
friendship, yet will prove to be the truth, 
to the glory and praise of God, and to 
the confounding of all God's enemies. 
Still no praise can be given to the 
writer, for although in most part penned 
some time since, they were never intended 
for publication ; certain events happening 
(which need not here be explained,) he 
was led thus to do, and then was brought 
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to his mind, it must be of God that it 
should be done : and that if he had been 
called away from this time state, aud 
grief could then be felt, it would have 
been experienced for his neglect and for- 
getfulness, for this reason. Twenty-five 
years now have passed since his mind 
became conscious of an inward divine 
teaching, which drew him to seek ear- 
nestly in prayer the guidance of God's 
Holy Spirit, that he might understand 
the scriptures ; he asked also that if it 
Was of the Lord for his mind to be 
exercised therein, he might be directed 
to a text, that should assure him of the 
fact. Upon opening his bible, his eye 
was arrested by the 4th verse of the 40th 
chap, of Ezekiel, "And thb man said 
UNTO MB, Son op Man, behold with 

THINB BTES, AND HEAR WITH THINE 
EARS, AND SET THINE HEART UPON ALL 
THAT I SHALL SHEW THEE: FOR THE INTENT 
I MIGHT SHEW THEM UNTO THEE ART THOU 
BROUGHT HITHER; DECLARE ALL THAT THOU 
5EETH TO THE HOUSE OP ISRAEL." ThuS 

assured, he submitted his mind to the 
will of God. Soon aftpr this he was 
brought, into communion with a very 
dear Christian Brother; with him for 
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many years he travelled through gladsome 
and weary paths, now ascendiog, and 
then descending the mount of God, now 
getting a view of the glorified land of 
Canaan, then the dark clouds intervening 
hiding it all from his spiritual vision ; 
yet still holding on with the eye of faith 
fixed on the promise to see the Lord in his 
glory without tasting of death in the 
body, and now unexpectedly he is called 
to print this Uttle book, and so to fulfil the 
mission unto which he was called. 

Reader, you will thus understand that 
the eonclusions arrived at are not the airy 
visions of an imaginative brain, although 
written under the similitude of dreams ; 
but the deep, earnest, prayerful study of 
the twos and threes in communion for 
twenty-five years, seeing that the Lord's 
words of promise are not a myth, to be 
chased away by human wisdom ; let the 
power be of the highest order of our 
theological schools, or even of those pro- 
fessing enlarged spiritual discernment, 
but a truth possessing life^ to be grasped 
by the simple in mind yet strong in 
laith : beholding the Son of God as having 
in all things completed the wondrous 
work the Father put into V^ V^6si^i 
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wholly " the resurrection and the life ; *' 
hat by clinging to the promise, " Whoso 
liveth and believeth, shall never die,*' the 
mind is enabled to look onward and 
upward, for deUverance from the bondage 
of corruption, and for the manifestation 
of the Son of God ; and it is in the fulfil- 
ment of this promise, in accordance with 
this little book, it is believed the God- 
man, Christ Jesus, will be glorified before 
assembled worlds ; because, he having 
borne and taken away the sin of the 
world, now is the hour at hand when 
the effects of sin, even Death holding its 
terrible dominion over this sin-stricken 
world near six thousand years, shall then 
be cast from its throne and become swal- 
lowed up in victory ; and then shall be or 
come to pass the consummation of all 
that the prophets have foretold of this 
earth's restoration from the fall, and of 
blessing upon every son of Adam : on the 
poor unbelieving, despising Jew, on whose 
head the blood of Christ has rested this 
eighteen hundred years ; but then, shall 
flow into his soul, and on all who are be- 
guiled by false teachers and a false 
priesthood, because their hearts are full 
of unclean spirits. But then, these 
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shall be cast out : on the groaning crea- 
tion^so d^vering it from che bondage 
of corruption, for then the wilderness 
shall blossom as the rose, the wolf, the 
leopard, and the cow shall lie down and 
feed with the lamb, the calf, and the kid ; 
and then shall a little child lead them. 

Reader, are you prepared for these 
blessings ? or. do you say, ** What are 
these dreams P they tell of an impossibi- 
lity, and teach little besides what is 
already known/* Ah ! friend, it is the 
fact that men say they see, that marks 
them to be blind ; seeing, they see not, 
hearing they hear not, and thus they go 
on their way till both the teacher and the 
taught fall into the ditch of death. Thus 
they see the beauty and simplicity of true 
Christian worship, whereby the twos and 
threes, or twenties, meet together acknow» 
ledging the Lord's presence, and the rule 
of the Holy Ghost to divide gifts severally 
as He will ; but the practioe of this sim- 
ple form of Worship is permitted to 
degenerate into Man's lordship. They 
see the wondrous unity of the Church as 
one body in Christ, and that imder tha 
teaching of the Holy Spirit, throng 
the Word; bijt in pxa&tic^^^^ ^fisa^lSfcv 



they eat to their fill of the tree of the ' 
knowledge of good and evil, and then 
conclude that the higher Christian life 
consists in freeing themselves from God's 
authority by rejecting his Word. To 
such delusions are men learned in the 
schools fallen. So now will it be, that 
the promise of him whose word ever 
standeth sure, as opened up in the fol- 
lowing Dreams, will be acknowledged 
by many, but rejected by all excepting 
those to whom the faith is given, elected 
unto this honour. Ah ! " Election,'' say 
you?

The bow of 
God's covenanted love shall then be seen (as the 
ark of safety is needed no longer,) surrounding this 
earth ; for His throne will be on the earth in Mount 
Zion, and He will reign gloriously, whose right it 
is." 

* But now, beloved, is not the safest and the most 
truly blessed, because the most simple and primitive 
— ^to sit within our own houses, our doors being open 
to entertain strangers, and thus those who have no 
houses of their own, break bread from house to 
house — ^the right standing before the Lord till his 
coming again.' 

*^ Assuredly, my betrothed one, this position of 
God's dear children would be to them the source of 
true spiritual blessing^ wherever it could be in 
simple dependence upon the Holy Ghost's teachings 
and guidance, enjoyed ; but as in primitive times, 
this smp]icity of true worship was soon broken in

" Bat how is the mind to attain to tme wisdom, 
and intellect and reason find assistance when arriving 
at this culminating point ?" 

* By first/ he said, ' attaining to a true knowledge 
ol itself. This is a very humhling process, for it 
win find how utterly impotent it is of itself to 
attain to that true wisdom which is of God : he must

but as one body she cannot enter into true heavenly 
communion on earth, any more than the Jews of old 
could enter into the then coming kingdom of God.'

He had no need to weep for them or 
the dead man, whom he was just about to raise up 
and restore to life, and the sisters' embrace. Oh, 
no! His divine tears were shed over a church 
about to die, of which Lazarus was a type, and to 
be laid in the grave of its unbelief for hundreds of 
years : while His prophetic eye rested upon the 
church about to be called forth, which would 
become alike faithless, losing its first love, and 
joining itself with the world, becoming a broken 
and marred vessel, and thus falling short of its 
calling, accomplishing only one portion of its 
mission. For in the words of Martha, ' Lord I 
believe thou art Christ tlie son of God,' we may 
see the belief of the present church : only laying 
hold of Christ as the son, sent to be its sin bearer, 
but attaining not unto that faith in Him, as the 
resurrection and the life (without tasting death) of 
the body (as well as the soul), and thus the Lord 
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of Kfe and love weeps. The church must pass 
through many fires of suffering ; wars, famines, and 
pestilences must pass over divers places, there 
must be years and years of persecqtion ; while 
two thousand years shall witness wherein death and 
the grave, will swallow up their millions upon 
xniUions of the victims of unbelief, the powers 
ordained of God become weakened, the Holy 
Ghost grieved, and at the end of the age, again 
must a great tribulation come upon the earth ; the 
true church only saved as by fire. All this our Lord 
saw, as he gazed upon the sisters and the grave of 
Lazarus, and it called forth the deep sorrow of His 
soul. But He knew His divine power, and as His 
voice uttered the words ' Lazarus, come forth ! ' and 
he came out from that tomb a living man, so shall 
all who ever lived and are dead come forth ; but Oh 
how much more blessed for the living ones who 
believe His word of Life. When they shall hear 
His voice say ' Come up hither,' and the Chariot 
of Fire shall bear them to the bridal of the Lamb.'* 

*Yes, my husband, truly blessed will these be 
not only as respects their state of holy rapture, but 
that their Lord should be glorified through them, 
that God's power, to the confusion of those terrible 
powers the apostle writes of, should be manifested 
before the myriads of created intelligences, whether 
it be of man or of angels ; but now it is mournful 
to contemplate men's continued rejection of God's 
blessed sacrifice in love. May we not cry, even 
with a loud cry, " Oh ! Lord how lon^? " '

"Yes, my wife, it is mournful, but let our 
mourning be turned into joy ; for we know in 
whom we believe, and that He is able to do ex- 
ceeding abundantly more than we can ask or 
conceive. Of this we shall be assured by contem- 
plating His mighty acts in respect to the 
church of God, For it is in accordance with the 
power of faith in exercise of the church that blessings 
come to man ; by it the stripling David slays the 
giant, and George Mtiller of Bristol feeds thousands 
of orphans ; and by it God rules the inhabitants of 
this earth, and by which He will eventually 
restore it from the ruins of the falL This will 
be the more clearly seen by understanding the 
derivation of the word Church. It is from the 
Greek word ckkXtctuz, derived from the verb Caleo 
(to call) and from Ex (out of). Thus the simple 
meaning of the word is * To call out of,' so at once 
is opened up unto us the election of God : and 
thus we see the church of God to be from all 
eternity. The Triune Jehovah is ever calling out 
a creation, to participate in His love, and whereby 
His ineffable glory filleth all things ; and thus His 
only begotton Son is the centre of this eternal 
church, as the first called out one, from God^s own 
eternal essence ; and the government is upon His 
shoulders, and of its increase shall be no end ; for faith 
in Christ the Lord shall do its mighty work, and 
what shall hinder this governing power of the Son 
of God ? " 
' You are opening up, my husband, the deeper 
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mysteries of God's eternal purpose, as respects 
man; and this insight into the word Church at 
once sweeps away the rubbish heaped upon it by 
the Bomanist, and the Puseyite, while it leads my 
mind to look upon Adam, as the first called out one 
in time ; and thus he, with his wife, Eve, was the 
first church upon earth. ' 

** Yes, this is correct, but, now the mighty arch 
evil one, only true as to his purpose of destruction, 
comes in ; this church is disobedient, and its fall is the 
consequence ; but God, who is rich in mercy, took 
not away the principle of faith, and thus the church 
continued under promise, that the seed of the 
woman should bruise the serpent^s head ; at length, 
man's posterity became so corrupt that God rose 
up to judgment, but God is love, and remembering 
His election gathered up the church and centred it 
in Noah and his family. Then again the church in 
Noah declined, and was departing from the earth, 
when Abram was called out : when through 
Abraham and his seed the church of the living 
God was manifested before the world. " 

'But alas, my husband, this calling out, although 
with great power and might, did fail as to the great 
work it was called forth to accomplish, teaching 
fhem as God graciously did by signs and wonders, 
by the types and figures in connection with the 
tabernacle, and then a temple of man's workman- 
ship wherein he manifested himself as the 
" Shehinah " proving it to be the true type of the 
- eternal church, even of JesoB tihe ^u olQ^^A.'' 
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" Yet, with all this divine teaching, they crucified 
in unbelief the Lord of Glory ! yes, although from 
morning to morning, and from year to year, the 
truth that without the shedding of blood there 
could be no remission of sins was proclaimed by 
every drop of blood that flowed from the Baeriflce 
of the innocent victim; and although they were 
called by the voice of John to behold * The Lamb ' 
provided by God, the Holy Spirit had so departed, 
through their continued unfaithfulness and dis- 
obedience, that they' accepted not 'The Lamb, 
and thus they were rejected : then God in Christ, 
by the Holy Ghost called out from every tongue 
and nation a people unto His name. And, now, 
God's church is centered in the heart of every one 
who is bom of the Spirit. So under this dispen- 
sation, God's dwelling place among men is not a 
stone and mortar building, let its fashion be of the 
highest order of man's genius, but the body of the 
believer in Jesus ; and so it is written, * Ye are the 
temples of the Holy Ghost.* " 

* Alas I my husband, it appears to me, that from 
the church of this dispensation the glory is de- 
parting. The spiritual Shekinah sheds forth but 
a feeble ray of Divine power within this temple ; 
God only giving power in evangelizing to keep the 
balance of good and evil, and to call in the election 
of grace ere the end come. Now can^ we indivi- 
dually expect to receive this higher faith, so as to 
lay hold on a promise that may be only for the 
church as one before God ? '

"My wife, if I look upon the whole body of 
the baptized as the temple, then may I see written 
upon it Idolatry and Apostacy ; its walls covered 
with untempered mortar : thus, in respect to rule 
and authority according to the written word, the 
Holy Ghost's power has silently but surely with- 
drawn. Still our God dwells in the heart of every 
truebeKever, working through them individually ; so 
we see men, not set apart by any body of believers, 
irrespective of rule, without authority, going forth 
to evangelize ; and the power of the Holy Ghost 
evinced through their preaching, in gathering in 
miany souls. In fact every individual disciple is 
doing service unto the Lord according as it seemeth 
ri^t in his own eyes ; or, as he would say, ac- 
cording to the Spirit's teachings. Now really this 
is disorder ; yet the recognising of it by the Lord 
proves to us the hour is at hand when upon the 
baptized church of this dispensation, judgment must 
b^in its strange work ; then will it be seen, that dis- 
obedience is marked upon her forehead, and 
unbelief within her heart ; yea, that she, like her of 
old, hath gone out after many lovers, hath put on 
the harlot's scarlet robe, and gloried in her shame. 
Still the Lord's purposes of love and mercy, 
cannot be thwarted by all the powers of Satan ; 
against the eternal church of God, the gates of hell 
can not prevail. Thus now will he choose one, 
two, or three out from this present church, the 
same as when he chose Noah, Abram, and the 
Apostles. On whom the Baptism oi &:^^b»S!Li^iiSL 
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without amazement ; because, clinging to the 
promises of Him who cannot lie, even Jesus, a 
centre, a place is found within the human heart, 
wherein the Holy Dove can nestle and find rest. " 

At this moment, a bright beam of Hght appeared 
to be shed over the countenance of this man^s wife 
as she exclaimed 'My husband! should it be o^ 
the Lord to fill us with this power of faith, to grasp 
with a hold which no serpent subtilty can unloose, 
His own wondrous promise. Verily verily if a man 
keep my saying he shall never see death.*" 

Just then the tramp of our four panting steeds, 
the rattle of the wheels, the music of our guard's 
cornopean, as our coachman drove through the 
streets of the old City of York, dissipated my 
dreaming, and I was well pleased to enter the 
traveller's room to order a bed and refreshment .

So deeply interested did I become in my 
neighbour's dreams, so wrought upon was my 
heart by " the Holy Spirit " in connection with 
them, that I could neither eat nor sleep for some 
weeks. I felt my sins a heavy burden indeed, 
but heaviest of all was my hard, unbelieving 
heart ; I could see nothing in Jesus or his doctrines 
to be desired : they called me to a self sacrifice, 
and thus came in between me and my enjoyment 
of this world's delights. Yet the glowing picture 
my neighbour had drawn of a true, living faith in 
Christ J the simplicity of the christian obedience 
ill true worship, apart from all which to my mind 
had been repulsive in formal worship, and in the 
conduct of professors, drew me, even unwillingly, 
to the reading of my Bible; and then to an 
inward crying out of soul that if the Bible was 
true, if Jesus Christ was the Son of God, and if, 
as the son of man as well as of God, he was 
offered up a sacrifice for my sins. I might become 
a partaker of this most blessed &ith. Bo I ^^^ 
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on for some weeks, reading, praying, and then 
casting all away and turning to the world again* 
It may be supposed in what a wretched condition 
I was ; sometimes I wished I had never listened 
to my dreaming neighbour ; then the bright picture 
he had presented to me came up before my eyes, 
and so sweet a calm stole over my mind, that I 
exclaimed "In Jesus only is peace.'* Oh, how 
weary was I of this unsettled state! when one 
evening intending to go to my old haunt at the 
Fox and Grapes to stifle it all, as I entered my 
room to dress an intense feeling of grief came upon 
me : so powerful that I groaned in spirit. I could 
not tell the cause, no death had occurred in my 
family, no loss in my business : 1 sat myself down, 
and as I sat it seemed as if my whole soul was 
melted into water ; a flood of tears flowed un- 
bidden from my eyes. Some time was I thus 
absorbed ; when this text presented itself to my 
mind, "The Spirit maketh intercession for us": 
immediately the great love of God in giving His 
Son as an atonement for my sins, was beheld by me, 
and the power of that love was so great that I was 
not conscious of being in the body. A bright 
light appeared to come not only within but 
around me, and as I pronounced the name of 
" Jesus ! " my whole being seemed to be composed 
of " love ; " all that my lips could express was 
*' Jesus is mine and I am His. " I was not long 
before I hastened in to my neighbour : clasping his 
hands, I said, "Bejoice with me, Oh my friend, 
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" I have found the pearl of great price 1 " the Lord, 
even Jesus has manifested himself to my soul ; truly 
*^ old things have passed away and all things have 
become new. " The power and nature of that 
faith you have set forth in your dreams, I can now 
accept and understand, and with a deeper feeling 
of reverence can I now listen, should you have 
again passed into that dream-land since I last sat 
with you on Good Friday Evening. ' 

" Give Gt)d the glory, " he exclaimed, my mouth is 
filled with praise for this greatest of all blessings ; 
our heavenly Father is not unmindful of His 
ohildren^s prayers, the breathing of God the Holy 
Ghost is upon and within you ; and thus bpm 
again, you have eternal life lighted up within, 
which never shall become extinct. We two are now 
one in Christ, on the same rock, within the same 
fold ; having one faith, one hope, we shall 
henceforth speak one language, and shall now 
understand each other. More than this, one holy 
brotherhood of love will knit our hearts together. " 
Then, pointing to his arm chair by his fire side. 
This is yours : when I enter your house, it shall 
be in like manner my home, your table and chair 
mine. " 

'Welcome I Welcome to all,' I exclaimed, for 
every thing I possess belongs to my Lord and as 
one with each other, all mine is thine.' Thus divine 
love in Christ bound us by an indissoluble bond, 
and on seating myself in the same arm chair, he 
said to me^ "I have yet one dream. mox^ icst -^ora. ^ 
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listen to ; but aa the Lord has given you to me 
I shall not need to dream again : for now shall we 
have especially the Lord's loving presence ; for the 
two and the three shall meet together, * the Lord 
with yon and me ' making one : he in ns, we in 
Him. Now may we look for onr hearts to bnm 
within us as we converse of Him and of His 
coming Kingdom ; bat now I will proceed. This 
last dream came npon me on my return journey 
from York. Having had a very favourable 
conclusion to my business, I took an inside place 
in the York Express ; hanging up my hat, I. put 
on my travelling cap, and having seated myEolf 
just comfortably I closed my eyes and ears to 
all outward sight and sounds : even to the rather 
boisterous jokings of the two Yorkshiremen who 
travelled Eome forty miles on the road, and in- 
sensibly dropped off into my noon day dream. 

"Methought I was somewhat oppressed with 
the sun's heat, having taken a long walk from 
my friend's house. I had just entered the 
avenue of trees that formed the carriage way, 
and was enjoying their cool shade ; for the top- 
most branches embraced each other, though their 
trunks were far apart, like many who now walk 
separate, but will embrace each other in heaven ; 
when I saw, a short distance before me, the 
friend of my former dreams. I hastened to join 
him to enjoy the privilege of his conversation. 
Having expressed this desire to him, if his 
private meditations permitted, he courteously 
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said he should be most happy. I then told him 
how deeply I was impressed with the truths I 
had heard fall from his lips ; he expressed surprise 
as he had never in public spoken of these deeper 
teachings of God. Explaining to him how, un- 
seekingly, I had been the hearer of the conver- 
sations he had held with his beloved wife ; how 
they had sorivetted my attention, even to the 
holding my breath, that I might catch every 
word ; I expressed to him how I had thought over 
the faith that could so cling to the promise of 
the Lord, that whoso liveth and believeth should 
never die ; and of his conclusions, that it could 
only be of the wife in conjunction with the 
husband, as of ' One body in the Lord ' to believe 
unto the raising up of the body. *' He said * I must 
pardon you the listening to our conversation and 
can but rejoice that your mind was opened to take 
so deep an interest ; gladly will I enter more 
fully into these things and may the Holy Spirit 
vouchsafe to you, the same blessed teachings. ' 

" I am grateful for your kindness, and it em- 
boldens me to ask you to relieve my mind from 
an adverse thought that crossed it when in your 
last conversation, you said. Had the church 
attained to her higher standard of faith she might 
have claimed the Promise : how then was it that, 
in the primitive times of the church, none did 
attain, not even the Apostles ? " 

* Mark you this, my friend ; only upon a union 
of soul in faith can this Victory over d<^;d.^Xi \^ 
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accomplished. Had the church, with one soal, 
believed in the apostles' days, then might its 
members have been taken up and their bodies 
changed: but soon did the '*01d tempter " unfold 
his serpent form, and with subtle silence, pressed 
in his tapering head ; then it was not long before 
his whole body (as sA the beginning) found a 
place within the sacred precincts. His deadening 
power very soon was felt ; and false teachers 
quickly undermined the church's iaith. : then how 
oould these have entered into this rest, seeing their 
&diii was weakened ? thus their carcases fell in 
iAiB wilderness, even as it is unto this day. Not that 
** the evil one *' can touch i^e soul's life ; that 
is hid with Christ in God : herein hacve we a 
foundation for this our f aii^. The Apostle Paul 
laid hold upon it when he said. Not that I would 
be unclotiied, but clothed upon : but having been 
^jaught up into the third heaven, doubtless in 
those imspeakable tliings it was not lawful fear 
him then to utter, the Lord showed him it was not 
by the individusd faith of a single believer that 
" The Church " could be raised up. Nevertheless he 
received the crown of Marigrrdom the next in <Mrder 
to tiie translation of the body. ' 

" Then if Paul the Apostle could not be raised 
up because the church as one believed not, on 
what can hope rest now, seeing the church is 
even further from this belief than in prlmitivs 
times ; for then the speedy return of * The Lord ' 
was their daily hope ; but now even this blessed 
liope h only experienced by the minority. " 
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*'My faith, friend, rests upon the same rock 
as at the beginning : this rock is Christ, not Peter 
(as theRomanist would say it is). Truly Peter 
was the very representative of this present church, 
a shifting and rolling stone, as one body never 
steadfast : now nearly two thousand years have 
past and this " Church " as one body knoweth no- 
thing of this holy faith ; yet I, by the grace of Qod, 
have felt its power, and truly found it a very pre- 
cious, priceless jewel, which will, I believe, deck my 
crown to all eternity. Thus laying hold of * The 
Promise, ' I am assured not only of my soul's life, 
but the life of my whole manhood in Christ Jesus 
my Lord." 

^ But in this life of the soul doth it not insure 
the believer eternal life ? " He that believeth hath 
everlasting life ; " and in this life is not the death of 
the body welcomed by the believer as the very 
gate of Heaven, when even in this parting of soul 
from body he sings "Oh Death where is thy 
victory I O Grave, where is thy sting ! " all fear 
of death is taken away: for this never dying is 
realized by the falling asleep in Jesus.' 

" Very many of God's dear children have thus, 
when passing through the valley, proved that 
death to them was but a shadow. The Lord be 
praised for this testimony to the truth which these 
manifested. Still their bodies fell on this side oi 
Jordan ; they passed away as the spirits of just 
men made perfect. Now * Jesus' is upon the throne^ 
♦Perfect Man ' in His human bod^ *, ^ B^a ^Vsrj 
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can only shine forth by these redeemed sphits 
being clothed upon by this same body * fashioned 
like unto His glorious body. ' There must there- 
fore be a resurrection from the dead. But ere 
this, the gates of death must be broken down 
and the gates of life be lifted up. * Lift up your 
heads, O ye gates, and be ye lifted up, ye everlasting 
doors, and the King of Glory shall come in. Who 
is this King of Glory ? the Lord, strong and 
mighty. ' Now in the virtue of my Oneness with 
' Jesus ' the King of Glory, I both assert my 
kingly authority and my priestly office; and 
aa I know all the church of God, from Adam 
downwards, is waiting — Ho wit the redemption 
of their bodies,' for without ns they cannot be 
made perfect, I stand forth by the power of 
this faith as a King, I place my feet upon Him 
who now reigns in man's heart by the power of 
deathj^ and call upon the usurper to vacate this 
throne; and then, as the priesthood of Jesus is 
upon me, faith dips the hand in the pure 
victim's blood, I sprinkle all and every part of 
my sinful self from the crown of my head 
even to the bruised heel ; and know that I am 
purified, cleansed from all sin ; death can now 
have no power over me ; my faith, which is of God 
(for it is His Gift), lays hold upon the Promise, 
'He that liveth and believeth shall never die.* 
I plead it before the throne, then cometh the 
still small voice of Jesus through the spirit, 
templed within ; whispering this, as at the* 
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beginning, so now, It is not good for man to be 

alone, and that from man was the woman taken ; 

yet that the man and this his wife should cleave 

unto each other for they are one flesh. But woman 

was first in the transgression, and it was shown 

to me that man, of himself, could not attain to 

this raising up of the body without the woman ; it 

being through her unbelief in God's word that 

death came, her husband with her eating of 

the same fruit, so now must woman's faith in God's 

promise raise her up and her husband also. And 

thus must the last enemy be destroyed, even by 

the means which at first called it forth ; so shall the 

weaker vessel confound the arch deceiver ; and 

Abimelech shall fall by the stone of faith cast 

down from the battlement of love by a woman's 

hand : this is God's order." 

* Thou hast, my friend, cleared up many of the 

difficulties presented to my mind. Now I can 

well understand that such a power of faith could 

not find a place in any of the present bodies into 

which the church is divided ; for now no actual 

outward progress or faith is really manifested, from 

that of the Plymouth Brethren, who were called 

oat to bear testimony to the rule of the Holy Ghost in 

the church, who now bow to assumed teachers 

(leading to Heresies and divisions), down to 

the Mariolatry of the church of Home's Idolatry. 

Among each and all of these, even among the 

most spiritual, faith in the literal words of our 

Lord, if found would not only be t^^^]L<^i^\j^ V(^H>

i^neered at. Thus thou and thy beloved wife can 
only stand alone : yet not alone, because the Lord 
is ever with you. * 

" Tes, my friend ! the Lord Jesus is ever nigh 
us sitting at our board I may say, literally, that 
'Jesus' knocked, we opened the door, and He 
came in (not once or twice, but often) and sups 
with us. An abiding sense of His loving pre^ 
sence is experienced, when ever we unite in reading 
* The Word ' ; in prayer, in talking of the coming 
Kingdom of God. The world cannot understand 
this : the church, aa a body, knows little of this 
joyous communion. No ! nor is she aware how 
many of the Lord's jewels are really often. 
spe^Jdng thus one to another, when their minds are 
opened to receive blessed communications, and they 
knowing the truth of these can but grieve over 
minds sunk in covetousness, indifEerence, unbelief, 
and Idolatry : and also over minds seeking the 
truth, taken hold of by crafty priests assuming 
spiritual power, shutting these poor lambs of 
Christs flock in convents, or otherwise, and 
teaching them, lying vanities ! but all these shall 
go to their own place. And we rejoice to know 
that the God- man Christ Jesus in the person of 
our humanity has opened the door which none 
can shut. Thus the man and his wife can now 
enter the paradise of God, not as spirits but like 
unto the very body of the Lord when raised from 
the tomb. ' See ! ' saith our Lord tp his wondering 
disciples, '^yea, even handle me ; a spirit hath not 
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flesh and bones, as ye see me have:' for He had 

passed through shut doors." 

At this moment liis believing wife came forth 

from the House and stood before us ; it was now 

the cool af the day, all nature was in sweet harmony ; 

very gentle the breeze that played among tlie 

flowers, very clear and soft the atmosphere around 

us, sweetly did the birds sing out their songs of joy. 

A smile of Holy love was upon this woman of 

faith, while every motion of her features bespoke a 

principle of Divine life glowing in the SouL 

Methought that as I gazed an emanation of Heaven's 

light beamed from her countenance : it was as if the 

hour had come when she was to be taken up. 

Poets may have sung of woman's loveliness and 

woman's grace ; authors may have written of the 

same ; but no poet's tongue, or author's pen could 

truly have described the Divine beauty of that face, 

or the grace of that form which I beheld standing 

before me in my dream. Nor is it possible to 

describe the effect her presence had upon me; 

every motion of my fallen nature was stilled, yea, 

was as dead : an atmosphere of Holy purity appeared 

to envelope me, which I seemed to breathe, and my 

soul experienced the same purity of holy thought, 

animating every faculty of my mind. *This,* I 

said ^is Heaven*s absorbing power of holiness and 

love I truly is it written " there shall in no wise 

enter in anything that defileth :" no, impossible !

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forth into the place of second death.' Then, looking 
npon the husband, methought I saw in him the 
personification of the New Man in Christ Jesus that 
will be in the new dispensation, when it shall be said 
the least one in the coming kingdom shall be greater 
than the greatest of the apostles : for these were 
baptized with the Holy Ghost, but the tongue of 
fire rested on their heads, entered not into their 
hearts ; but now the Holy fire hath entered within.' 
Thus this one stands forth as the " True Man,*' in 
the power of an endless life. How noble in the 
lamb-like innocence of the Son of God! *How 
majestic in that meekness by which he becomes the 
inheritor of the earth ! How grand in that purity 
by which he can look upon God ! Yes, thou 
believing woman, thus hath thy f aii^ ennobled thy 
husband. Tet not thine as a daughter of earth, 
but as the representative of the Church of God, the 
Bride of the Lamb, presented * without spot or 
wrinkle or any such thing.' Oh ! Husband rejoice in 
thy wife. Oh ! wife, rejoice in thy husband, for by thy 
faith clinging to Christ, and His own wondrous pro- 
mise, shall this world, cursed for woman's sin, be 
raised up, restored, made beautiful, pure, and holy.' 
Thus I reflected, as I gazed upon the bright vision 
bef oreme ; and as I was gazing a strange sound 
entered my ears : first a noisy rumbling, then an 
uneasy motion of my body. This fairly broke in 
upon my dreaming, dissipated all the beauiy and 
glow of my noonday dream, when I beame con- 
sciona of my whereabout ; just rattling over the 
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stones in Aldersgate Street, before entering the 
gates of the Post office enclosure in St. Martin's- 
le-Grand . 

My brother now in the Lord Jesus, good night : 
tomorrow evening come, take thy arm chair, and 
we will converse of Heavenly things without the 
dreaming.

After my neighbour had left me, I still sat in m j 
arm chair, thinking over my dreams, with the 
impression that some portion had escaped my 
memory; while endeavouring to recall these, my 
mind unconsciously withdrew itself from the body, 
and as I had been just reading in the 22d chapter 
of the Revelations so beautifully descriptive of the 
celestial land, the mind being impressed with the 
same, methought with a holy joy and with deep 
reverence, I passed from my little room to that of 
a glorious appearing of things heavenly. A brighter 
light than that of the sun appeared to shine upon a 
boundless expanse of beauty and grandeur, which is 
beyond my power to describe ; suffice it to write 
that this light, in its brilliancy, so illuminated 
every particle of heaven's atmosphere, so pure was 
it, that wherever the eye rested, either nigh, or at 
an immeasurable distance, all was beheld with an 
inexpressible clearness, and every spot appeared to 
exceed the other in sublimity of outline and sim- 
plicity of design ; nigh were flowers of richest haei&^ 
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beside winding streams of crystal waters." In the 
distance, undulated hills clothed with the rich foliage 
of majestic trees, their drooping branches laden with 
all kinds of fruits. But that on which methought 
my eye rested was a glory so resplendent that no 
natural eye could possibly behold it without being 
dimmed. It enshrined a mountain's height in this 
wondrous brightness, and as my earnest gaze rested 
upon it, was as a continuous evolving of brilliant 
colours. Now as a rainbow encirchng the whole 
expanse, then in the vddst a gloiy as of the colour 
of the sparkling sapphire : and now One like unto 
the Son of Man would appear clothed in resplen- 
dent garments as of burning fire : from this 
mountain height flowed down a mighty river, broad 
and deep, yet it was as clear as crystal, and upon 
each side of this river was, as it were, one tree whose 
branches extended over a wide pathway, each branch' 
covered with a foUage of leaves and of fruits, and 
forming an arch falling over on the surface of the 
river, touching its waters upon this broad pathway. 
Methought upon this pathway a great company 
were walking, all clothed with shining garments ; 
but the Ught was not emitted from within, but was 
from the glory shining upon them. And I also 
perceived that they passed each other as if unconsci- 
ous of the other's presence, excepting when two or 
three were walking in company conversing ; even 
some crossed over the river walking upon the water. 
Then methought I became assured that these wei^ 
all justified and redeemed spirits who had left their 
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bodies in the grave, waiting for their redemption 
Anxions to hear their speech, I approached, and 
walked by their side unperceived by them ; the sub- 
ject of their conversation may be best told in i^eir 
own words. 

*^ Ah ! beloved brother, little did we suppose 
while upon earth that the church there was so 
bound up with all its members that, although death 
had separated them, yet were they still one body ; 
and that in the suffering of the members upon 
earth, so do we in measure suffer with them. Though 
now rejoicing in our sojourn in this land of 
Beulah, and beholding our Lord in gloiy, still we 
know that they without us, or we without them, 
eannot be made perfect ; and thus how many of 
our brethren are still, to use the language of ' The 
Word' lying under the altar, crying *' Lord ! how 
long ? Thus we are still apart from our blessed 
Lord ; His glorified humanity walketh neither, nor 
talketh with us, only can we behold Him in yonder 
glory ; even now oh, how ineffable is the holy joy 
that pervades our whole being, as we contemplate 
the wondrous sight of His Majesty and great glory t 
What will be the divine power filling us when our 
bodies are raised, and they shall become like unto 
the glorious body of our Lord ? 

"My brother, thou knowest also what wonderous 
truths have been opened up unto us, of which we 
had no conception while in the body ; verily, we 
were babes indeed in divine knowledge : and thus 
so sweetiy gentie, so lovingly tender, does the Lord 
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eontlnne to msimotois. Kow 2B'6Wt tmderstanAng 
being opened as respects resarrection power ; how 
the glory of the Lord is bound up in the wondrous 
manifestation of the pow6r of God, by the exercise 
of faith in His Word. And also, as we now behold 
how our Heayenly Comforter has been, and still is 
rejected, grieved, His rule in the Churches superse- 
ded by man*s inventions ; «nd we, dear brother, were 
partakers in this grievous rebellion, even now do 
our hearts mourn when reflecting on these things, 
and the present state of the Church on earth/' 

• * Yes I my brother, we see now how diverse was 
our conceptiau of God's order in the church, to 
what it iaruly is ; since called from my ministry upon 
earth, and the angels, our companions, have 
opened up unto me the beauty and simplicity of 
God the Holy Ghost's rule, how have I also mourned 
over my own perversity, yea disobedience, jea my 
opposition to the truth wh^ even while on eurth, 
it was opened up to my mind ; now do I see the 
principal cause of all the confusions, disorders, 
disimions, heresies, and schisms ; and also, how 
the god of the world so mightily prevailed, 
through the power he had infused (to delude souls) 
into the churdi of Kome: also in binding the 
churches in England to a set form ; and this through 
the setting aside the rule of the Holy Ghost, by not 
acknowledging the dividing of gifts severally as 
as He willeth ; thus is it continued tibat the poor be- 
liever, rich in the gift of faith, is thrust aside ; tilM 
xoomber of no repute, yet eameftt for the tivth,-attii> 
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lifted fyt the offioe of an Ehrangolist, is stiH not 
acknowledged ; in fact that societies were called forth- 
to do in this matter what the churches left undonov 
Again, those gifted to take the oversight : i, e. ik& 
bishopric of the young, of the sick, and of the afilio- 
ted, are not accepted, while many who, having the 
teacher's gift, ajre still in silence, because the youn- 
ger both in years and in g^aoe, or even withn» 
grace, take the place ; whid^ gift is only divided to 
them who know how to rule their own house we33« 
So that with the church on earth the truths of God's- 
words and God's works, instead of being gathered 
up into a beautiful whole, are scatt^ed over seotB> 
and individual, minds; and thus disunited, theiv 
harmony and unity is lost/ 

"I weU recollect) dear brother, notioing to y<»] 
while Gonverping upon these things in: your house, 
ii^hien in the Qesh, that the assamptioa of a priest-^ • 
hood in the church of whioh Borne is tiie comer 
stone ; and also by the division of the people into 
clerical and lay ministers and hearers ; was practi- 
cally limiting the Qoly Ghost's gifts : saying. Only 
shall they ,be divided as we wiU ; and thus became 
a. great hindrance to the chnrdi's attaining to that 
state of a perfect man in Christ, by which faith, and 
hope, and love, could become felt powers before the 
world. 1 would then say to you. Where is the faith 
that. ca]9t heal, the hope laying hold of Christ, 
unto resurrection glory ; with the love that can 
suffer long, ean bear, believe, hope, endure all things, 

te a loeiher's salcei "

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At this moment a ahiniTig one appeared to descend 
and join company with these ; then did their faces 
shine yet brighter, as they listened to his holy 
teaching ; and while he showed them that the sim- 
plicity of €U)d's order in the church was lost, how 
very beautifully was it represented, in the Apostle 
Paul's Epistles to that of Man's body ; clearly 
showing the mind of God respecting its order and 
government. Thus the church on earth should 
have the eye to direct, as well as the hands to per- 
form ; the tongue to tell of God's truth, as well as 
the legs to carry the word wherever the Spirit lis- 
teth. Yet, although these members may be seen of 
men, yet did they not constitute the whole church ? 
although a man's wisdom, called Tractarian, might 
write what it pleased ; while they, gifted to direct 
as the pastor ; they to perform, as the deacon ; they 
to speak, as the preacher ; they to go forth, as the 
evangelist ; was the outward manifestation of the 
church's existence, and should be acknowledged 
accordingly, whenever or wherever called forth of 
the Holy Ghost ; and also that to none was given 
aU gifts ; so that he might set himself up to be eyes, 
hands, legs, and tongue : how that every member 
hath its place in the body ; the one might be poor,

as regards the gold and the silver, but rich in faith, 
not able to speak two words before the church, but 
a very David in the closet ; who, with the one who 
could only minister a cup of cold water in Christ's 
name. That each is as essential to the perfecting of 
the body, as the secret arteries and the veins are to

the natnial body ; and thus doth our God call eadt 
to p^om those funotions to which they are otdainedi 
either to rule, to go forth, or edt still, ezereisiQg a 
£uth that might remove mountaiiis. That the church 
governments, even now, are forgetful of all this, by 
ivhateyer name they are oalled ; that they are to us 
(said the angel,) aseripples or abortions; so that 
some i^pear to have no legs, others, all legs and 
tongue, or else having large heads, long legs and 
arms, but very little body, are in fact spiritual 
ttionsters. How then can the Lord gather up these 
deformed ones, ito full of spots and wrinkles, to be 
His Bride, holy and without blemish ? Yet we 
vejoioe over itiany who grieve and mourn over thes» 
things, for they are lovely in our sight, and dxaXL 
Gome in to the marriage, even as wise virgins, having 
th^ lamps burning. 

''Yes, amidst all that we now know of heaven's 
joy, we can but mourn over the church's disobedience 
to Gk)d's rule ; had it been otherwise, how rich the 
gifts that would have been imparted, while every* 
natural gift would have been sanctified, these all 
made meet for the master's use, dedicated to the 
Lord's service, while by the right use of each in 
their order, in simple child-Hke faith, the hidden 
Idlings of God, either spiritual or natural, would have 
been revealed, that, by their exercise, Gk>d's praise 
and glory might have sounded forth in the ears of 
an unbelieving world." 

' It is too true, brother, and to reflect that the 

uoi^ of the ohureh cannot be restored in the worlds

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man has so {)roken it ; but then, the Lord, in His 
long snfferings and great loye, not willing that any 
dbould perish, bnt that all should come to the know- 
ledge of the truth, hath raised up on earth His gifted 
ones, who could not be held in by the bit and bridle 
of man's order : these do use their gift to the best of 
their judgment, trusting to be enlightened accor- 
dingly, and directed by the Holy Ohost. But poor 
humanity hath made many nustakes, and Satan 
comes in and taketh advantage, and plentifully sows 
his tares. Now, with our enlightened minds, we 
know that had the church continued in Holy unity 
as one body in Christ, acknowledging only the rule 
of God the Holy Ghost, having all its gifts in the 
order of God's appointing, how would it have entered 
into the breadth, and length, and depth, and height ; 
being filled with all the fulness of God, to know the 
love of Christ, which passeth knowledge ; and thus 
have had converse with angels, and with those mini- 
stering spirits appointed to minister unto the heirs 
of salvation ; also the evangelist, otherwise the 
missionary could have gone forth, not only with 
power to preach the gospel, but also in the faith of 
an apostle to heal the sick, the especial gift of healing 
being given to the missionary who, by faith, could 
use it as a testimony to a heathen nation that he 
was sent of God ; now, to a church broken up into 
fractions, such a gift could not be given, for even if 
it was granted to the humblest of the sects, these 
immediately would have asserted lordship, which, 
unhappily, all covet; it would have been '^-The

temple of the Lord are we," obey na, and if not, then 
the casting out, the prison, and the stake would 
have been the result. The gift of healing hath thus 
been lost to the church, even soon ceasing in prema- 
ture times, and the cause why Borne coyets and 
assumes to possess this gift is that she might proye 
her unity ; but God has neyer permitted Satan to 
exercise it through her means, although she has used 
all kinds of imposture.* . 

" And we, dear brother, haye to raise the yoice of 
thanksgiying that the Lord has so graciously dealt 
with us, bringing us out from the narrow cells of 
our sects, and of our limited spiritual understanding, 
into this large mental state : Blessed be His name.'* 

Upon this an unspeakable glory emanated from 
the eternal presence, for the Lord was yisible in 
the glory ; then these redeemed ones, with the 
angel, steadfastly looked upon " The Lord of Life 
and Loye, " with countenances beaming with 
diyine adoration : I perceiyed harps in their hands : 
after striking these, with a sweet song of praise, 
then was there a silence : when again spake ^ tJie 
AngeL* ** Faith is magnified in our angelic sphere 
by the sons of men acting according to its diyine 
dictates, then it is, we know of its mighty power 
in the goyemment of God : when prayer is as- 
cending from hearts purified, by the Lord*s shed 
blood, in unison with this Hying principle, for 
prayer and faith must be liaked as one, only then 
is it accepted. And when such prayer is offered, 
eyen from infant's lips, no sweeter mnsic '^\yB»i(i^» 
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through the heayens, then do the angeHc hosts 
catoh the words, attune them to seraphic harmony 
and they are borne, upwards, as holy fire, for the 
church's *^ High Priest, " to lay them on the Golden 
Altar. And now a prayer has been uttered, breathed 
forth in unison by a wedded pair, so sweetly child- 
like in its dependence upon God, yet with such 
a power of faith on that proiodse spoken by *' The 
Lord'' to the sisters ; causing isuch a thrill of joy 
to pervade the myriads of angelic hosts (for they 
perceiye a brighter glory is shining forth), that a 
Holy fire is being kindled in answer to this 
breathing forth of faith and hope ; for it is now 
upon the Divine mind to accomplish that great 
and mighty work upon earth, even the resurrection 
of the bodies of the saints." Then were these 
blessed spirits filled with joy upon hearing thes^ 
words of the angel ; again was the song of praise 
sung, and the golden harps gave forth their sweetest 
music, and, while thus praising, the angel ascended 
and passed within the circle of the glory: when 
these resumed their conversation. 

"Ahl dear brother, how graciously did our heavenly 
Father deal with his wayward children ; truly 
we were but spiritual babes and infants, and thus 
he permitted us to have our' toys, and blessed to 
the conversion of souls our temples of worship : 
but now do we know God required none of 
these, our i^tanding in the world and before men 
Should have ever been one of self denial, and even 
of persecution. Thus did our Lord say, 'Blessed are 
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they who are persecuted for nghteonaness* sake, 
for theirs is the kingdom of Heayen/ For wherever 
the body of Christ came together, either in a 
palace, or a coal pit; there was *the living 
temple,' and He will yet glorify this temple, 
thongh all hell shall arise to prevent ; for the Lord 
knew when He gave that promise, * "Wherever two 
or three, shall be gathered together in my name 
I will be in the midst of them to bless,' that often 
these could only come thus in prisons, in deserts, 
yea in dens and caves of the earth, to places 
where heathen or popish persecution had driven 
them ; and thus did the angel say, that the most 
glorious temples on earth were even these, in 
their eyes ; and the brightest and richest 
garments were the goat skins and the sheep 
skins that these poor persecuted ones had to 
wander forth in; while all the fine linen, and 
scarlet robes, and cunning needle work with 
which every false and deluding priesthood 
clothed themselves, were to the angels an abomina- 
tion, and their incense burning a stench in their 
nostrils." 

* Yes' dear brother, we now see that all *' the 
church" required, was houses to preach the 
Gospel in, and these might have been raised up 
and builded in all architectural grandeur, if needed, 
to lure in the multitude to listen to the simple 
story of the cross from lips opened by " the Holy 
Ghost" in all the stirring eloquence of the prea* 
cher/ 



New afr these eonrenfed, they every xu>w and; 
then plticked the fruit from the tree and ate, and 
a brighter glow . was on their countenance : then I 
knew it was,- " the tree pf life," and now, would 
a^^ear the joyous spirits of happy children ; and 
iltose would present gold^i cups filled with the 
wvAer £rem <he river for them to drink. 

•Then did they again say to each other, "I was 
contemplating, dear brother, upon the things 
pertaining uhto the church of God, when I had 
my mind opened to. that portion wherein the 
Apostle writes that those members of the body 
W!e think to be less honorable, upon them we 
bestow more abundant honor ; and to those which 
seem to be more feeble, as being equally necessary. 
Tes ! it is so : even those the widows, the mothers, 
aod the daughters whom the Protestant portion of 
tie dmrch has cut off from the body (as respects 
the especial setting apart unto service), while 
made a delusion and a snare by Borne : yet of 
aU the members, feeble and less honourable as 
they may be ; equally needed, and from whom 
would flow greater blessings were they called to 
r«le. And, while beholding^ the completeness and 
slmj^licity of the divine order by which " the 
ckurof of this dispensation should have been 
governed, according to the rule of God the Holy 
G:host, whieh appeared as a glory before my eyes ; 
a sadness came over me, that all was in confusion 
and as a ruinous heap, before the angels of God. 
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Yet did they tune the notes of victory. They knew 
that all things were under the control of Him who 
is the Great I AM ; and that out from all this He 
would bring forth those who would become living 
witnesses to the truth and power of the promise, 
" The seed of the woman shall bruise the serpent's 
head/' so will it be a woman's faith shall yet encom- 
pas the whole world. Oh I my brother, how doth 
the angel give us hope that, ere long, our bodies 
shall be ransomed from the grave ; and being 
dianged like unto the glorious body of the Lord, we 
go in — ^yes enter through the gate of yonder glory;

But if I have made 
your prosperity mine, you have done more in ma- 
king my auctions yours. When my Heavenly 
Father saw I needed His corrections, that my flesh 
might be brought into subjection, who sat watching 
by my bed side? who moistened my parched lips? 
who watched over my temporal concerns, and made 
up what was lacking ? who stretched out the helping 
hand to my sorrowing, toiling wife ? Oh, brother ! 
say no more about making my house and table 
yours ; all is from my Lord, even Jesus ; thus every 
ivay all mine is thine."

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*But these things, my brother are only of this 
life. My soul's longings, yea thirstings, are for the 
Living God. Thus you know how very blessed to 
me is the conversing upon those Holy and Divine 
things which are of heaven and of our Lord : of 
those wondrous truths you have so vividly brought 
out from God's word by the means of your dreams : 
for surely there is a mighty power in Faith. I speak 
not of it as the natural aspiration of the mind, left 
us by our Creator to cement together the social 
relationship of husband and wife, of parents and 
children, of Sovereign and subjects ; but I know it 
now to be an indwelling power ; an active, because 
a living, principle. I see it a6.hands to the soul ; first 
in tremblingly touching the hem of the Lord's gar- 
ment, then in clinging to and in leaning upon His arm, 
whence cometh strength to wrestle in prevailing 
prayer, to lay hold upon every promise of our 
blessed Lord, to press toward the mark for the prize 
of our high calling in Christ Jesus: even unto 
resurrection Glory, and to know that all power is 
with the once despised Jesus but now exalted Lord 
of all, to catch up and change like unto His own 
gldtious bo^y evry soul who believeth ; he shall 
never die. Thus a holy joy was mine, while content- 
plating the wedded ones of your dreams, and a hope 
called forth that soon the power of faith in Jesus 
will be manifested before men and angels.' 

" Oh, my brother ! how I rejoice over you in these 
longings ; now do I know that truly thou art bom 
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again of the 'spirit : and thus oanst discern spiritual 
things, causing the truths of God's word to be preci- 
ous things to you as they are to me. And thus you 
have felt the power of the new birth, in the exercise 
of its first yearning after holiness : even that of 
faith, as based upon Grod's Love. Oh, my brother I 
it is this faith, that mounts upwards, seating itself 
in heavenly places even upon the throne ; conver- 
sing with the * The Lord,' even to the entering into 
the mind of Jesus. Some might call it presumption ; 
faith knoweth not of this word, no more than a 
wife sitting down with her husband, or a child 
coming into a father's presence, or bounding into 
a father's arms. Thus it is, as the Lord sai£h, 
* Except ye become as a little child, ye cannot 
inherit the kingdom of heaven.* " 

*I was reading in "the Acts of the Apostles,*' 
that after the Lord had ascended the Angel said to 
the wondering disciples, " This same Jesus which 
is taken from you into heaven, shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen him go into heaven : " also 
in the Revelations, ** Behold he cometh with clouds» 
and every eye shall see him :" from these texts it 
would appear, that upon the second advent the 
Lord would come forth from His throne in the 
heavens, irrespective of any act of faith by the 
church, or of any of its individual members.* 

"These texts, my brother, taken cursorily, do 

not affect the general tenor of the word of God, 

nor can they be at variance with the truth, or 

with His promises, as they are found shining 

fi 3 
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iorth in all God*8 deatings with Hia creatnra maa : 
or in respect to our Lord's words spoken when 
upon earth. Faith is the means God has ordained 
by which man is linked to himself. This golden 
link in man's salyation God also has honoured 
and blessed, and always wilL He blessed it in 
Noah and Abraham, in Moses, in Caleb and 
Joshua, in David and the Prophets, with the 
Apostles, down to the Martyrs in Madagascar 3 
from the persecuting heathens, as to the prisoners 
in Spain by persecuting Romanists. Will Gk>d 
now sever this golden link ? Has the hour ar- 
rived when faith may be swallowed up of love, 
because the Church has entered into that divine 
state of lamb-like innocence as seen in the meek 
and lowly ^ One ' ? can the Lord come forth now, 
in the glory of the heaven's brightness, to shed forth 
that glory upon the church of this dispensation, 
because so principled in holiness that it could be 
changed from glory to glory ? What do we behold 
in the professed Catholic Church, Boman or Protes- 
tant ? Does it not stand forth bearing the same 
likeness as the Mosaic Church in our Lord's day ? 
Are there not now Pharisees, hypocrites, devouring 
Widows' houses (Bomish priests) ? Are there nol 
Sadducees, denying the truth of the holy writ (es- 
sayists and reviewers) ? Are there not gainsayers 
and despisers? Are there not the doubters and 
tremblers, the blind, halt, deaf, and dumb, in spiri- 
tual things ; all of the baptized, as the Jews of the 
dronmcision ? Truly, there would be nothing concei*

vable so appalling, did 'the Lord* oome now, in 'the 
Glory of His eternal Grod-head : * for as its beams 
burst throagh the clouds of heaven, so dreadful a 
trembling, so deep an agony of heart, must fall upon 
every individual soul of these; and as the full 
blaze of glpry encompassed the whole world, so would 
they be scorched up, and quickly go down to their 
own place ; but for the elect's sake and for His name 
sake, in that it was, and ever since has been pro- 
claimed to all nations, *■ Behold the Xamb of God, 
that taketh away the sin of the world ! ' He veileth 
His glory through the principle of that mighty 
faith, (by which all things in time is governed,) 
operating within the heart of a believing wedded 
pair. Thus while the wicked one shall be destroyed 
by the brightness of this His coming, the world shall 
be saved from destruction, although it will be as by 
fire ; for he will find faith on the earth, and thus it 
is written, ' I will send you Elijah, before the great 
and dreadful day of the Lord ; and he shall turn 
the hearts of fathers to the children, and the chil- 
dren to their fathers, lest I come and smite the 
earth with a curse.' " 

' Still, dear Brother, among the various sections 
into which the church is divided very many true 
faithful ones are to be founds This I am now 
assured off, although before my conversion I judged 
aU as being Godly only for gain ; but, since then 
when visiting a friend some few miles from London, 
I was truly delighted, while it strengthened my faith, 
to hear the good pastor dt the ohopch saying^ mlM»x 
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invitiiig a large number of believers of all shades of 
differences, " I don't invite you to the table of the 
church of England but to surround the Lord's Table,*' 
and there to hold communion with the Lord, and 
with each other ; and thus was beheld, for once, a 
unity of faith aud practice, very blessed to contem- 
plate. And, again, many in the churches are looking 
for the Lord's appearing, and that, in the full 

assurance of faith, proving it by their walk, and 
conversation.' 

"Yes, I know this to be the standing of many 
earnest, spiritually taught souls ; and doubtless 
many pious Jews were looking for the advent of 
the Messiah eighteen hundred years since, yet these 
could not receive the words of the Prophet, * Be- 
hold a Virgin shall conceive ; ' nor the fact that 
a Virgin had conceived, by the overshadowing of 
the Holy Ghost ; and thus the Messiah was to come 
forth through the means of the Virgin's faith in the 
reception of God's Message to her j and when bom 
and brought into the Temple, a Simeon, and the 
Prophetess Anna only, had faith to receive the 
Holy Child Jesus ; and then how very few to believe 
in Him, when manifesting his Divine power in 
healing the sick, and raising the dead. Thus now 
every believer is, as it were, moulded according to 
the peculiar teaching or standing of the church in 
which he worships ; a certain staidard of faith, is 
attained accordingly ; but, beyond this, no advance 
can be made ; yet, it is only by the operations of a 
living faith in the soul by which Jesus will manifest 
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His glory wh^i He oometh a seoond time without 
sin unto salvation.'' 

' Then it would appear that not- only is this 
principle of faith the means by which God ruleth 
and worketh in the hearts of all the Church, 
but also by this same is the world keep from 
destruction. Thus Noah and family once in the 
Ark, and Lot out of Sodom, immediately the 
faithless ones are swept o£E by the destroying angel ; 
and likewise according to the faith evidenced in 
power, or otherwise, in the church, so doth God 
manifest His love and Glory. While it is of the 
Lord that this divine principle should be given 
Hberally to all fcr the asking. ' . 

'' Yes, dear Brother, every man hath left unto him 
a natural faith, by which God governs : if this becomes 
dead within man, he is then a vessel of wrath, fitted 
for destruction ; otherwise should he, in the exercise 
of this natural faith, ask His heavenly Father to 
give unto him the Holy Spirit he will not be denied* 
Thus the Lord showeth, for it is by the Holy Spirit 
he receives spiritual life, i, e. faith ; and it is by this 
linking in of the Divine nature with our human 
nature, that from the beginning it was that man 
should know of the power of God ; for by God's 
breath man became a living soul; and althou^ 
through disobedience that life was cut off, yet the 
link binding man to God remained, and that link 
was faith. The serpent attempted to cut it asun- 
der : but no, for Adam still beUeved in God, and thus 
he was afraid and hid himself ; and hift&ithxeceived 
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strength when the promise was given, that the seed 
of ^ The Woman, shall braise the serpent^s head : ' 
herein the breath of God was breathed again by 
Adam, and by this did the blessing come from Adamt 
clinging to every true living faithful one down to 
the last man, bom of the spirit. " 

'Thus I perceive, the climax of this wondrous 
power given to man was when it was announced to 
a world sunk in unbelief, God so loved it, that> 
although just on the verge of destruction, He gave 
His only begotten son, that he might again breath* 
upon man ; so that this precious gift being brought 
into exercise, eternal life might flow down, even if 
there was but one soul on earth capable of receiving 
it. Then I conclude the hour is at hand when God 
will glorify this wondrous principle of His govern- 
ment, not only upon the earth, but before the 
assemblies of the holy intelligences surrounding 
heaven^s high throne ; and that through the means 
which even the church of this dispensation may 
cast scorn and doubt at ; even that of a second 
Eve : but this I fear that when this is spoken to the 
multitude, the God of this world may be calling out 
Pretenders, fanatics! or the romantic, professing 
this faith, setting themselves up as favoured ones, to 
the leading astray of many, and much evU be the 
result.* 

'^ My Brother, there has been and there will be 
pretenders ; for the God of this world can turn the 
rods of his servants into serpents. But this king- 
dom of God when it oometb, will be without obser- 
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TaUon. The loud boasters of a spnrions faith like 
^hat of the church of Borne, which, Cain-like, lays 
upon its altar its good works, and then murders 
its brother, may draw and lead away much people ; 
but the faith that is of God, to the translation of 
the body, will be the hidden thing of the heart that 
cherisheth it ; like unto the Virgin's faith after she 
had listened to the salutation of the Angel Ga- 
berial." 

* Then, dear brother, I may conclude the world, 
yea even the church itself, may not know that so 
great a faith may be cherished in the hearts of the 
twos and threes of its members.' 

" Yes, truly, it would be so ; the unity of the 
church, excepting only as it relates to the confession 
of Martha, 'Lord I believe that thou art the 
Christ, the Son of God ' which should come into 
the world, ' is so entirely broken that these favoured 
ones may thus be clinging to the Lord's wondrous 
promise, and all others be unconscious of the fact 
till He Cometh forth to catch them up. Upon 
reflection, such ordering of the Lord is well, men 
would be saved from blaspheming this Holy faith^ 
and the church from worshipping it : Yea, more, God 
bringeth not before the carnal eyes of man the wife's 
pure faith, either to be gazed at with open mouth 
or to be mocked at by sneering lips. Once the 
Divine purity had to suffer, for it was then required 
and Divine Love, though sweating great drops of 
blood, bore it all ; but now, there needs no more 
sacrifice for sin. Thus this Holy bridal isiih ^^inlL 
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be cheriahed in the inner sool, nhore none but « 
hnsband^s love can enter, where alone hia eye of iaith 
may rest.'* 

' Truly this glance of the glorions power of faith 
reigning within the heart, and thns subdning all 
the vileness of natore^s corraptiona even that of 
''pride to be known of men,'' gives a hope that 
the redemption of our bodies may be ere lon^: 
but may not we be exalting the creature in ex- 
pecting the exercise of this faith in the heart of 
some poor weak sister. ' 

"My brother God worketh not as jnan. All 
Fia great works are begun in the secret stillness 
of His eternal decrees ; from the calling forth and 
manifesting His only begotton Son in the heaven 
'of heavens, to the being bom of the Virgin's 
'Womb ; from the creation of the two great lights 
to rule the day and the night, to the fructifying 
of the acorn ; so the great oak hath its beginning 
in secret, no eye observes the bursting forth of 
its seed ; so the Yirgin (yet the wife of Josepti) 
possessed her soul in quietness ; for none but her 
Joseph knew of the power of her faith in Gk>d's 
election of her to give a body unto the Lord : 
even so now this mighty faith hath had its 
beginnings in the secret purposes of God. This 
tree of life hath put forth its leaves in the heavens, 
ere being transplanted upon this earth. Its 
pattern is there, its mighty outspreading branches, 
its leaves for the healing of the nations, its rich 
dnirters of fruit : while the City whose builder and 
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maker is €k>d, the foundations of which have been 
laid in eternity, now appeareth unto the angels 
ere descending from • God upon the earth : the 
angels in holy rapture contemplating it, the 
Lord Himself beholding it and pronouncing it> 
very good. Like as the pattern of the tabernacle 
was in the heavens before its showing unto Moses, 
that in all things its likeness should be set up on 
earth; for one wife hath gone up in spirit in 
whose heart the seed of this faith was sown, for 
clinging to the Lord in her husband, beholding 
this faith in him. Thus there is hope that these 
have become as one of those mysterious inner 
links in that golden chain before spoken of, through 
which, in the infinite wisdom of God, this heaven- 
born faith may flow into the hearts of some one 
faithful wedded pair ; and from them shall the 
glory shine forth, they being changed like unto the 
glorious body of the Lord, lightening up this dark 
world of sin and death, bringing in the new dis- 
pensation of universal blessing ; the new heaven and 
the new earth, wherein will dwell righteousness 
eclipsing the glory of this dispensation, as this 
did the Mosaic ; for then shall the earnest aspi- 
rations of the apostle, that by any means he 
might attain unto the resurrection of the dead, be 
verified in all who believe to the raising up of 
their whole man, body soul and spirit* " 

"These thoughts, dear brother, are truly of 
mysterious things. Yerily may it be written by 
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the apostle ^* Great is the mystery of Godliness ; '* 
and it is with a fear that I look npon these higher 
teachings. Yet why should I not be drinking 
from the pure river of the water of life ? why 
should I not eat of the fruit of the tree of life 
which is beside this flowing river from the throne 
of God on which my Lord and Saviour sitteth ; 
my oneness in Him gives boldness that in the 
exercise of my little faith I may drink in these 
divine truths ; and hope that, even now, there 
may be ^* the wife rejoicing in the power of this 
faith, and the husband by the power of the Holy 
Ghost in oneness of this truth also with her ; that 
the day of the Lord may shine forth, when the 
heavens shall part asunder and the Lord be 
revealed, and then we shall be raised up to meet 
Him in the air."* 

'*Yes! we, dear brother, know that the Lord 
He is God, faithful to His promises and mighty 
to perform His strange acts. Thus it may be that 
these dreams also are secret links as the inner 
electric wires to convey the sweet messages oi 
God's redeeming love, not only of life to the soul but 
the body, to some believing man and his wife daily 
walking and communing with God, within whose 
hearts opened to receive blessing, the Lord may 
plant this Eden unknown to man ; while in all 
meekness and lowliness of mind, these wait upon 
God by succouring the outcast, visiting the sick, 
Nothing the naked, remembering before God the 
sigbtag oi the prisoners, while fulfilling the daily

duties of this life. So thus rejoicing in this great gift of 
€k>d, eternal life, experiencing the power of this life 
within, it will be to them a glory unspeakable : be- 
cause faith will have laid hold upon the promise in 
its fulness, seeing Jesus as the resurrection and the 
life. And as daily they approach unto this prize 
would the breath of the old Adam within get weaker 
and weaker ; and as this old fallen nature breathes 
out its last, so would the perfected new man in 
Christ Jesus become the true manhood, raised up 
by the woman ; because, clinging with all the tena- 
city of a woman's love to her husband (who also 
believes with child-like faith in the same plain yet 
mighty promise), he waits, in the patience of a Divine 
hope, in pure and holy love, for the baptism of fire 
that shall raise them up by the power of God the 
Holy Ghost dwelling within : and thus, without 
tasting death, shall pass through those glorioug 
gates of pearl, and walk the golden streets of the 
heavenly Jerusalem, and so be ever with the Lord. " 
I arose from my neighbour's arm chair and, taking 
him by the hand with soul-felt earnestness, I said^ 
^ Thanks be to God I came and listened to your 
dreams. I have now entered into a totally new 
life ; I experience a peace' in believing and a sense 
of pardoned sin not to be expressed. Divine love 
now fills my breast ; truly are our blessed Lord's 
words verified in me,' 'Whosoever drinketh of the water 
that I shall give him shall never thirst ; but the 
water that I shall give him, shall be in him a well 

of water springing up unto everlasting liie '^ «^d. 
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then *^ He who believeth on me, out of his belly shall 
flow rivers of living water." And so it is love wells 
up in my breast, and would flow forth to a whole 
world ; but, alas I my brother, how it is that the 
power of its prince dams up every stream ? Only 
by the force of faith and prayer can it gush out : so 
I walk forth, and would drop blessings on the path- 
way of every human being ; but no I I am first met 
by that subtle serpent, Bomanism, with the poison 
of asps under its lips, while it spurns the pure milk 
of the Word. Then the highchurches of the esta- 
blishment scrawl defiance, with " The temple of the 
Lord are toe, by what authority teachest thou such 
things ?" Then even they who have life, but can 
look no higher than their sect, or have settled down 
upon their lees, turn upon me the eye, and wonder 
at my presumption : while the proud scornful look 
of that intellectual mind which deifies reason and 
seU-knowledge with a curling lip, asks "What 
knowest thou more than the schools ? '* And that 
covetous sensualist, a slave to every passion, turns 
away with deadly indifference. Thus the stream of 
love flows back into my Beloved's bosom ; and there 
hast thou led me to behold in Him the way by which 
all these shall eventually be broken, and become 
like the chafE of the summer's threshing floor ; and 
I turn to contemplate the faith that shall be centred in 
the woman's (the wife's) heart, and in its divine power 
uniting itself with that promise of its Lord, '^Whoeo 
liveth and believeth shall never die," holding in 
entire subjection the natural will, and so pressing 
on, nutil the entire salvation dxi^ x^<^m^tion of 
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8onl mind and body be accomplished : and the name 
of " Jesus, the Lamb of God,'* be exalted above all 
principalities and powers. 

" Yes, for by the shedding of blood and theperfect 
obedience of God's beloved Son, is the way opened 
by which a faithful Eve can recover the life for- 
feited in paradise ; and as at the first, she gave 
tmto her husband the forbidden fruit ; and he for 
natural love of her, did eat, and fell with her ; so 
now will she give unto the beloved of her soul to 
eat of the tree of life, and to drink of the waters 
of eternal life ; and with holy love will he eat and 
drink from her hand, and with her live for ever. 
And now, my beloved brother, thou mayst judge 
with what thankfulness of soul I am convinced ; 
fhe Lord hath opened up the stream of blessing, 
which, flowing into my soul, hath gone onward into 
thine; and from thence will yet go forth (let 
whatever may hinder) and find hearts like parched 
deserts to moisten and refresh. But a few months 
have passed since you first came and sat in this 
little parlour, to listen to my dreams ; then a 
child of wrath, walking according to the course 
of this world, fulfilling the desires of the flesh and 
mind, ignorant of all things pertaining to thine 
everlasting peace : now an heir of glory ; rejoicing 
in the wisdom that maketh wise unto salvation ; 
understanding the simplicity of true worship, and 
of the goodness and love of God, in giving Himself a 
Bacriflce for the sins of the world in the person of 

the Lord Jesus ; and of the power of God tb^ BL<^Vs 
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Ghost indwelling in the heart of every believer ; of 
the beautiful order of the church of Gk>d, which man 
has turned to disorder ; and. of the faith based upon 
love, that layeth hold on Christ, and will not let go 
the hold until taken up into God ; a conqueror over 
hell, death, and the grave. Having thus, my bro- 
ther, received the gift of eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord, hold fast that thou hast, that no 
man take thy crown. Amen." 

I left my neighbour's house and returned to my 
own little room — the witness of my struggles, 
my despair, and my exceeding joy — ^it was now a 
heaven where I could hold sweet communion with 
my Lord. May every reader of these dreams receive 
the same blessing from the reading as I have from 
the listening to them. Then with joy will he draw 
water from the wells of salvation, that in patience 
he may possess his soul, till the hour cometh when 
he shall be manifested among The Sons of God.

Reader. — Through the means of these dreams 
thy thoughts have been exercised upon Divine 
mysteries, even that mystery of Godliness. " The 
church of God, " hid for ages, but now made clear 
and plain unto every humble believer in Jesus 
** who, reading the written Word " in the light of 
the Holy Spirit^s teachings, can behold this calling 
out of God in the beautiful order of its con- 
stitution, and of the high calling to which these 
are called : even the attaining unto the resur- 
rection or translation of the body, and that, through 
faith in the finished work and sure promise of its 
glorious head seeing this and knowing the church 
of this dispensation has failed to win this prize, 
they are assured that God cannot fail thus to be 
on the eve of a great work about to be accom- 
plished ; even the centering this power of faith, in 
the hearts of the weaker one, over whom Satan 
triumphed, but by whom he shall be confounded 
and laid low for the angel " to cast into the 
bottomless pit, there to shut him up and set a seal 
upon him ; " for the more this great work of God 
is contemplated, the clearer will be seen the iTSL^Y^Rai^ 
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of infinite love and divine wisdom, as in all the 
works of His hand ; for all that proceeds from Him is 
conceiyed in the divine mind for blessing, and thus 
is imiversal for good, as the air we breathe ; 
pure and simple to bless, as the water we drinlc ; 
sustaining life, as the earth we tread on ; purifying 
or decomposing all things, as the fire we kindle ; 
so that the very simplicity of God's law of order, 
man naturally is unable to understand, while its 
simple grandeur and purity is utterly lost upon the 
great mass of baptized mankind. Why is this?

Again, we see others forming their commu- 
nion upon the voice of the people, who set up and 
put down one another at pleasure ; others giving a 
form to what they call " The ctmrch, " which in itself

glifts of each m^ber, acknowlcdgh^^ the saiAe 
' whan manifested, and then in holjr broihierbobd 
taking their places as fathers, 3r6nng misu, and 
babes, according as the Holy Ghost hath dhdS^ 
g^ts, to the feediiig of the Hock iti the exhorting or 
teaching, in prayer or in praise, to the edification of 
each. While those gifted to evangelise go forth, 
to gather in and seek the wandering sheep 6f Gt)d*s 



i(M ; and those gifted with temporal Tiches, to take 
the offiee of deacon and the ovexaight in thinga 
temporal, both in reapect to eaoh member, and to 
minister nnto the support of any who are called of 
€k>d to giye their wbole time in His service, and to 
the poorer brethren. In this divine order alone can 
the power of Qod have free liberty to the perfecting 
and building up of the saints, and had it not been 
broken in upon, how glorious would have been the 
.aspect of the CSiuroh before tlhe world, in its sel£- 
deoial, in its obedience, and in its faith I in that 
wondrous unity and knowledge of the Son of God 
gn>wing up unto i^ perfect man, even unto the measure 
of the stature of the fulness of Christ I for in thia 
divine order is nothing carnal or exalting, nothing 
autocratical or democratical, for herein we see hpw 
the vessels of gold and silver would be honored, while 
those of wood and of earth would have less honor, 
yet each knit together in love. Sow this simplicii^ 
of obedience to the rule of the Holy Ghost, by the 
old serpent's i^ubtlety and. man*s device, .hfas been 
entirely subverted,, so that the Church hath lost 
much of its power in t|ie world I Eighteen hundred 
years have passed away, apd men point at it as 
having failed ;. for the awocd is not yet beaten in^

was stilled by a command ; the blind from birUi 
received sight, and when Ae ascended above all 
principality and power, the election, as respects fiis 
chosen people Israel, was set aside, even until now. 
Christian reader, hast thou read and thought upon 
what is written ? hearken to this, " Thou standest 
by faith, take heed, lest he also spare not thee ; 
i£ thou continue in His. goodness, otherwise shalt 
thou be cut off." What I cut off his election ? Yes, 
thus hath God done aforetime, and He hath removed 
the candlesticks from the churches, and time is 
hastening on when the church of this dispensation, 
not continuing in His goodnesis, will be cut off from 
the eternity, of order : ere tjus will the Lord call out 
from its midst ELis faithful ones to be as His bride, 
within whose* hearts the church of the coming dis- 
pensation will be centred, as He called out those 
men. of faith of whom the apostle writes, "only the 
truly wise, as virgins going^to the marriage.'* Now, 

if the cutting off is nigh, the choosing out is nigher 
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' wben the laws ol life in the second Adam, even JesnS| 

'will supersede the law of death: btbnght in by the 
Urst Adam. Now as evefy believing Inother, from 
Eve to Sarah the wife of Abraham, and from her to 
when the virgin conceived, had hope she Would gWe 
birth to the promised seed, so nowmay this bridal hope 
in the hearts of every believing bride and bridegroom, 
ieiad them to wrestling prayer, that they maybe

and may it be of the Lord to speak but the wordf 

' iaid then shall this law of life flow down, qtiiekening 
their mortal bodies by the baptism, liot iolone of the 
^oly Ghost but also with fire, that throng these 
the glory of his second appearing may shine fbrtli, 
for in the church of this dispensation is so much tibat 
the Lord hates that,didthe glory from his own blessed 
person blaze upon the world, all men would be 6ttuck 
down, as was Saul of Tarsus : but through these be- 
lieving ones can the tiibrd gather into divine blessing 
the sorrowing and the simple ones, give liberty to 
the captive ones ; break the bonds of the bouiid ones, 
heal the broken-hearted ones ; unto them will the 
acceptable year of the Lord be proclaimed, delivering 
all flesh from, the bondage of borrtqption to iSto 
gloijops liberty oi the children of €k)d; for^e gates 
of death shall be broken down and the gat^ of life 
lifted up for all who live and believe to p&ss 
through and enter into the holy city whidi hafth 
foundations, whose builder' and maker is Ck>d/8hd 
where the Lamb is the Ught thereof. 
Ab I have mentioned, tiiat a dear dbriitkn 
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brother had been called to pasa throngh the same 
spiritual teaching during this last twenty, fiye 
years, I cannot but pennit him to have a place in 
the last pages of thia little book : I therefore eztraot 
from one of his published works the following note. 
" How is it that those who call themselves believers 
in the Lord and who profess to be followers in his 
footsteps, never turn their minds to doing as he 
did, and overcoming as. he overcame ? why not make 
it the sole aim and ambition of a life to devote 
themselves body aad soulrto obtain this deliverance 
from the grasp of deiatb, the Lord Himself having 
tasted deatl^ for aU men ? Tet He suffered not B$9 
^esh and bones to ^ee com^ption but sublimated 
and glorified them ; thus how can any christian be 
satisfied to come short of this work ? in what way 
can he really be perfected on. Christ, excepting he is 
raised up without his body passing through corrup* 
^on? how can he be sai^ to havewon thet race while 
the resurrection of the body is in abeyaz^ce ? Ib not 
this like a horso claiming the prize wl^ has bro}:^ 
down midway ; or like an army marching out of a 
fortress, without arms or baggage, and then shout- 
ing victory ? Does not the Apostle, couple this 
setting up anew or in fulness (ezauastasis Phil*, iii 
11 — 15 and 21,) yith perfection, fuid repre^^t. the 
^change of the vile body as the prize of the high ca|^- 
ling of God in Christ Jesus, ^e one grand object of 
, Christian attaupnent, And an event he ezpeeted to 
happen in his own time^ .(wq. who are alive ai^d 
. reBiain)? 
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**Nay, we must cry out, or else the stones them-^ 
selves im behalf of a creation groaning for deliverance 
will be lifting up their voices. Hath not the Lord 
said, prove me ? Had'st thou faith as a grain of 
mustard seed, thou mightest say unto this inountain, 
Be thou removed, and be thou cast into the sea, it 
shall be done. More than this, not only is He 
pledged to disannul this covenant with death and 
this agreement With hell, but to give back, as in the 
case of Job, a surplus of twice as much as was had 
before, even to give a body like unto His own 
glorious body, one which can at present only be 
conceived of ; which no creature in the universe has 
ever seen ; a substance as yet imperfect, but written 
in God*s book, and fashioned while as yet there was 
none of it. 

"Meantime how can these glorious transcendental 
promises be realized till they are believed, under- 
stood, and prayed for? Can the good things iSi 
God be forced upon men, without their so much as 
putting forth their hands to take them ? Fie then, 
we say, a thousand times fie upon this Btol:d stupidity, 
thi^ base ignorance of things expressed in so plain 
& language ; more, we may write, than the ox who 
kno weth his owner, and the ass his master s crib, an 
ignorance to be expected from the woifld, htti 
disgraceful in those vdio call upon the name of the 
Lord and talk of faith.

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frated ioo-HMieing^^ that caitiases of doughty 
GhiistiaiiB of the nineteenth centtirj fall in the 
wUdetness ; jnst in the isame way that theirs did. 
^^yonr'fathers did eat manna and ate dead," so are 
tiifiy. . " To whom sware he that they should not ?
